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Regional Directors Report

Since the last formal report rendered at the Annual 
Business Meeting in March, 1969, informal reports have 
been made to several chapters and to various meetings of 
the MSA Board and Executive Committee. At some risk 
of repetition it seems wise, nevertheless, to bring the 
membership up to date on several items. 

New Staff Director William Slayton has taken office as

is anticipated in the role of The Institute in urban and 
national affairs. Holder of a graduate degree in Public 
Administration from the University of Chicago, Slayton 
began his career as a planner in Milwaukee, became a field 
representative in the Urban Renewal Administration and 
later its Commissioner, served as a planned with the office 
of I.M. Pei, and subsequently joined Urban America where 
he served three and a half years as Executive Vice-President 
and recently as President, The stated purpose of Urban 
America, a nationwide nonprofit educational organization, 
“dedicated to improving the quality of urban life” is one 
shared by The Institute and to which Bill Slayton can 
bring experience and vitality. 

The Octagon restoration is complete except for certain 
furnishings, and formal dedication is planned early in 
1970. Its use had been explored by legal counsel under the 
terms of its transfer from The Institute to the AIA 
Foundation, and in general supports such activities as 
architectural exhibits, lectures, and meetings appropriate 
to the historical nature of the building. In addition, social 
functions for various public relations purposes related to 
the Octagon and for raising money 
the Octagon and its museum activities appear acceptable. 
Postcards, brochures, catalogs, and books on architecture 
could be sold and provide some revenue toward operation. 
Occasionally, AIA members who are in Washington on 
Institute business could be invited to luncheons or cocktails 
to visit the building. It is clear, however, that The Institute 
must not use the building to carry on regular business 
wihout risk of violating the terms of the transfer which 
prohibit any preferential use granted by the Foundation 
to The Institute.

balance than heretofore between the two major areas of 
the involvement by the profession-professional responsi- 
bility and societal responsibility. The nature of the resolu- 
tions emanating from the Chicago convention pointed up 
the increasing need of such re-apportionment and resulted 
in the establishment of the Task Force on Social Respon- 
sibility to focus study in this area. In allocating funds for 
1970 activities, the Board followed the recommendations 
of the Planning Committee which included, for fiscal 
reasons, a reduction in the numbers of committee members 
and the number of meetings to be held annually. 

The 1970 convention to be held in Boston will provide 
the opportunity for several significant changes to be made 
in the character and structure of both The Institute and 
the profession, The proposed changes in the Standards of 
Practice can open new doors for all those in architecture. 
Studies involving changes in the organization of The 
Institute and its classifications of national membership 
are under way and will undoubtedly reach the floor of 
the convention for resolution after prior presentation at 
grass roots levels. Each of these issues deserves serious study 
by the membership because of their far-reaching effects. 
It is not too early to begin discussion at Chapter level 
now so that delegates will be well informed prior to taking

President's Report

Foday, our profession finds itself at the center of an 
historic social revolution which rejects the traditional values 
and forms of our society. It shows contempt for the de- 
humanizing environment of our cities and demands a role 
in the restructuring of the urban fabric. New social and 
economic patterns will emerge, and the development of a 
new urban environment will occur, with or without the 
participation of our profession. We must understand the 
forces at work and participate in the reordering of the 
urban structure or yield to more creative and energetic 
forces. To survive, our profession must change and grow. 

AIA President, Rex Allen has said "AIA's new broader 
policy of public involvement will take Architects into the 
process of public decision making which affects the shape 
and content of the physical environment. While the pri- 
mary concern of Architects will continue to be urban de 
sign, there will be accelerated involvement in matters of 
political, educational, economic and social concern." 

The 1969 Program of the Detroit Chapter was conceived 
as a response to the multiple challenges of the urban en- 
vironment. It aimed to prepare Architects for the new roles 
described by President Allen and committed us as citizens 
and professionals to participation in and leadership of the 
reordering of the urban environment in terms of physical 
facilities, social concerns, educational and vocational op- 
portunities. 

The Chapter's Urban Affairs Committee addressed itself 
to five areas of highest priority. The Chapter, and the Na- 
tional Task Force on Equal Opportunity, placed highest 
priority on the development of a Community Design Cen- 
ter. The Committee, whose Co-Chairman Roger Margerum 
was a member of the Task Force, prepared the guidelines 
for the Center using the Task Force guidelines modified to 
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satisfy local requirements. Using these guidelines, the Chap- 
ter has established the organizational structure for the De- 
sign Center as described below. 

The Committee developed a Program for preparatory 
education for disadvantaged students to provide contin- 
uous exposure of the profession within the educational 
system, allow students the opportunity to identify with the 
profession and to provide for lectures, displays and tours 
conducted for the students by Architects. 

The Committee developed a Program to provide assist- 
ance to needy students who qualify for professional edu- 
cation at the university level. 

The Committee developed a Program titled "Venture 
Employment” aimed at making employment opportunities 
available to interested applicants with marginal qualifica- 
tions. 

The Committee addressed itself to the particular prob- 
lems of the minority professional. While no specific pro- 
gram has emerged from this study, an opportunity has de- 
veloped to bring a group together, hopefully on a con- 
tinuing basis, to identify and eliminate these barriers to 
equal opportunity. 

The Housing Committee responded by establishing a 
working relationship with Woodward East, Inc, a neigh- 
borhood organization in the city's lowest income area. The 
residents are determined to resist the destruction of their 
neighborhood by urban renewal and have accepted Com- 
mittee members to serve as advocate planners. Woodward 
East has acquired title to twelve buildings in the area and 
efforts at rehabilitation are being made. Housing Commit- 
tee members have been involved in the following opera- 
tions: 

Supervising minor rehabilitation work in ten buildings. 


Auch of the labor for this rehabilitation work is performed 
y high school students donating Saturdays to the project. 
Rehabilitation of storefront facilities for use as a 
eighborhood service center. 

Directed and coordinated a three-day Arts Festival “Sum- 
er Soul '69." 

The preparation of feasbility studies for a neighborhood 
hopping center. 

Providing technical assistance for the publication of 
'Collage" a magazine produced by Woodward East. 


Providing technical assistance for cultural arts programs. 


Assisting Woodward East in establishing operating poli- 
ies for rehabilitated properties. 

Developing an on-the-job training program to provide 
pre-journeymen training to hard-core unemployed and 
provide a means by which Woodward East can maintain 
its buildings. 

Participated as expert witnesses for Woodward East in a 

landmark legal case on which Woodward East was named 
receiver for an apartment building which was badly ne- 
glected. 
Using the guidelines established by the Urban Affairs 
Committee and taking advantage of the experience gained 
through the Housing Committee work with Woodward 
East, the Board of Directors, after a year's study, formed 
a separate non-profit corporation called “Detroit Architec- 
tural Foundation” to serve as the organizational base for 
the Community Design Center, Roderick Warren was 
named as Acting Director. It is expected that he will 
direct and expand the array of services the Chapter will 
offer to innercity neighborhoods and provide liaison be 
tween residents, architects and city government. 


At the request of the Detroit Housing Commission, an 
Advisory Committee of Chapter members has been ap- 
pointed to inspect and report on the feasibility of re- 
habilitating a public housing facility 


In support of the Chapte focus on urban problems, 
the Public Relations Committee organized and executed 
an excellent, five show TV Series on WTVS-Channel 56. 
The series consisted of the showing of four AIA films—“The 
Noisy Landscape," “The Best We Can Do," "Right of 
Way," and "No Time for Ugliness.” The last was shown 
twice. Funding for the series was made possible by a grant 
from Owens-Corning Fiberglas Corporation. This was a 
pilot program intended to be the forerunner of a thirteen 
week series aimed at upgrading the citizens' awareness of 
the quality of his environment. 


In retrospect, it is fair to state that through the hard 
work and devoted efforts of many Chapter members, the 
goals of the Chapter and the National AIA have been sig- 
nificantly advanced in this critical area. The Board of I 
rectors congratulates all who have par pated in this 
Program, for an excellent beginning and we are confident 
that outstanding progress will be made in subsequent years. 


A successful Chapter Program depends in large measure 
on the support of on-going activities in the fields on Chap- 
ter communications, general membership programs, profes- 
sional recognition, technical studies and Chapter finance. 
In these areas too, significant progress was realized in 1969. 


The Program Committee, in addition to planning and 
executing a full schedule of monthly general membership 
meetings, initiated a new series of regional and general 
luncheon meetings offering presentations by speakers of 
note in technical fields of interest to the membership. Seven 
luncheon meetings were held covering such fields as Allied 
Arts, New Towns, Graphics, Building Systems, Fire Safety 
and Industrialized Building Technology. 

In the interest of improving Chapter communications, a 
monthly newsletter was initiated during the year, It is com- 


piled and edited by the Executive Director and provides an 
effective channel for rapid and direct communication 
among the entire membership. 

The Allied Arts Committee, continuing the fine program 
of recent years, planned and staged an outstanding Allied 
Arts Festival in the building and grounds of the Fisher 
Estate. This annual event offers an opportunity for Archi- 
tects and Allied Artists to meet informally in an appropri- 
ate environment and has been a positive force for the inte- 
gration of the Arts in Architecture. 

The Honor Awards Committee conducted the Chapter's 
Annual Awards Competition and nominated candidates for 
Chapter Gold Medal and Honoray Chapter Membership. 
The Committee planned and conducted the Honor Awards 
Banquet at which professional recognition was given for 
excellence in design and service to the profession. 

The Educational Committee planned and conducted the 
Chapter's Annual High School Design Competition. Recog- 
nizing its responsibility to present its purposes and func- 
tions to young people to stimulate their interest in design 
and to encourage them to seriously consider a career in 
Architecture, the Detroit Chapter, in cooperation with the 
Detroit Edison Company, sponsored the Annual High 
School Design Competition, This year fifty students repre- 
senting twenty-five metropolitan high schools submitted de- 
signs for judgment. Competitiors and their parents, teach- 
ers and department directors were invited guests at the 
Awards Banquet. We are encouraged to believe that this 
program is increasing the emphasis on Architectural careers 
in participating high schools, and stimulating an improve- 
ment in the quality of design and graphics. 

The Committee on Relations with the Construction In- 
dustry continued its program of liaison with Construction 
Industry representatives, identifying and analyzing design- 
construction. problems and reporting its findings to both 
the Chapter and Construction Industry Organizations. The 
Committee planned and executed an Architect-Contractor 
Seminar on common problems at the Chapter's February 
mecting. 

The Detroit Chapter will host the 1971 National AIA 
Convention. In preparation for this event, Linn Smith, 
FAIA, has been appointed Host Chapter Chairman and 
has begun the development of a committee structure and 
program. This activity will require the active participation 
of a great part of the Chapter membership in the months 
preceding the Convention. In order to provide the financial 
base for this Committee's operation, a special assessment 
was levied on the Chapter membership by action of the 
membership at the annual meeting. 

In order to provide for the fiscal health of the Chapter, 
a Finance Committee and Dues Committee were added to 
the Committee Structure. Composition of both Committees 
consists of the current Treasurer, immediate past Treasurer 
and immediate past President. They are charged with the 
responsibility of supervising the operation of Chapter Fi- 
nances and making recommendations for improvement. The 
Dues Committee has been engaged in a year-long study of 
the dues structure and its adequacy in providing a financial 
base for Chapter operations. 


In many areas of Chapter concern, significant progress 
was made this year as a result of active participation and 
substantial contributions of time and effort by many Chap- 
ter members. The advancement of the profession in the 
Detroit area requires that a greater part of the membership 
feel this same dedication to the Chapter objectives. AIA 
membership does not confer special privileges or assure 
professional advantage to any member but it offers a vehi- 
cle by which each member may participate in the advance- 
ment of the profession and the role it can play in the im- 
provement of our society. 
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Flint Area Chapter 
Presidents Report

As we faced 1969 some of the more challenging activities 
before the apter could clearly be directed to the Urban 
Design Committee. In the recent past the Chapter along 
with an AIA Urban Design Assistance Team had conducted 
a three-day study of the Model Cities Area. Together we 
have made observations, recommendations regarding im- 
plementation of the Model Cities planning procedures and 
indicated possible areas of involvement by various local 
organizations. In the months ahead the Committee under 
the able chairmanship of immediate Past President Auldin 
Nelson, continued to meet periodically with the Model 
Cities Planning Staff in an advisory capacity. Although 
there has been some delay in implementation of the pro 
gram due to funding, our relationship has been mutually 
beneficial and in this regard it is hoped that the Chapter 
can make positive contributions to the program in the 
future. 

Another area of Urban Affairs that received the attention 
of our Urban Design Committee and appears to be onc 
of the more highly regarded Chapter activities for 1970 is 
in the form of a proposal now before the Flint Urban 
Renewal Department. This fee-bearing proposal offers the 
Chapter's services on two Neighborhood Development 
Projects with each member-firm of the Chapter donating 
services. Present plans for resulting funds have not been 
completely defined but include increased activities on 
Chapter public relations. 

In a repeat effort, the Chapter again worked in coopera- 
tion with the Flint Institute of Arts in the overall design 
layout for the second Annual Arts Fair. 

The Education Committee continues its efforts in con- 
junction with educational personnel to establish an Archi- 
tectural Technicians program at the Flint Community 
ited student interest will not 


Junior College. To date lin 


justify the establishment of such a curriculum. However, it 
is the feeling of the Chapter that support for this program 
will be kindled by future graduates of the recently opened 
Genesee County Vocational Skill Center. 

Along more routine, nevertheless highly regarded ave- 
nues, the Education Committee also administered the two 
full tuition scholarships in Architecture currently supported 
by the Chapter-initiated Flint Architectural Golf League. 
In the past, these scholarships have paid tuition for the 
recipients remaining years of college if acceptable grades 
were maintained. However, with the recent introduction 
of a six year curriculum in Architecture at the University 
of Michigan, the Chapter may have to develop new guide- 
lines for awarding future scholarships. 

In this latter regard, it is hopefully anticipated beginning 
1970, the Chapter can support a third full tuition scholar- 
ship on a continuing basis. 


Chapter member Donald Lee is to be commended for his 
continued contribution of time, skill and effort in behalf 
of the Third Annual Certificate Awards Ceremony for newly 
registered Architects, Engineers and Land Surveyors held at 
General Motors Institute in Flint. 

Another area of activity which offered very little glamour 
yet ranked high among priorities was the Chapter's involve- 
ment in an ethical matter filed with the Institute. Director 
Dale Suomela and Treasurer Archie Campbell deserve 
special praise for their untiring efforts with respect to 
these Judicial Activities. 

Although the Chapter has recently experienced a decline 
in Chapter Activities and member interest, it is the opinion 
of the writer that the very excellent leadership of newly 
elected Chapter Officers will provide the impetus required 
to strengthen our position in shaping the Community.

The past year has been one of growth, activity and in 
most cases success. For our relatively young Chapter, 1969 
became a year of involvement. Our most active committees 
were involved in the areas of education, historical preser- 
vation, urban design and development, membership and the 
MSA convention which promises to be one of the greatest 
conventions in MSA history and which will be held in 
March 1970 in Grand Rapids. 

The Education Committee is continuing and has ex- 
panded its series of lectures on Architecture and the 
related professions at Grand Rapids Junior College. The 
Chapter experienced little difficulty in recruiting members 
to present the series of (16) two-hour lectures and in 
addition has undertaken the judging of architectural stu- 
dent design projects. In as much as the Junior College is 
a part of the Grand Rapids Public School system, it is 
felt that this participation helped us in our efforts and 
success in rewriting the Owner-Architect Agreement and 
the General Conditions being used by the Board of Educa- 
tion. The AIA National Office and their legal staff provided 
great assistance in this endeavor. 

The Historical Preservation Committee fought valiantly 
in their efforts to “Save City Hall” and subsequently to 
save the clock tower, as I am sure the rest of Michigan 
was aware—however the buildings finally came down. 
Through this committee's efforts, our existence and prin- 
ciples were widely publicized. 

Urban design, development and now the Model Cities 
Program have continued to take much time and effort on 
the part of Bill Thrall and his committee, Convincing the 
people concerned that we honestly want to contribute to 
the advancement of their projects and desires seems to be 
one of his more difficult tasks. A rewarding working rela- 


tionship has been developed with Francis X. Fallon, Jr.— 
Urban League President of Greater Grand Rapids Housing 
Corporation in the area of rehabilitating houses in the 
urban area, and with Jerome Sorrells—President of NAACP 
and Executive Director of Freedom Homes, Inc. in the 
area of new low-income to educate members of the minority 
groups to become competent and competitive as practi- 
tioners in the building trades. 


Membership in the Chapter is at an all-time high, as is 
the percentage of actual members to those eligible to be 
members. Several study and refresher courses were offered 
to applicants for registration. The courses were well at- 
tended and competently presented. The Chapter appre- 
ciated the time and effort given so graciously by Gordon 
Bugbee of the Western Michigan Chapter in connection 
with his presentation of the “Architectural History Study 
Sessions”. 


The MSA Convention Committee is a “first” for the 
Grand Valley Chapter, however their amateur status is 
not evident in their plans for what appears to be one of 
the greatest conventions in MSA history.

It is easy to see why attendance at Chapter Meetings was 
definitely up! 

Another successful improvement in Chapter activity this 
past year was committee work, involving both long range 
planning and actual implementation of ideas and programs. 
Each Huron Valley Chapter Director was placed as a super- 
visor for one or two committees. This served to expedite 
quick, monthly review of pertinent committee actions as 
well as a responsibility for direct communications between 
the Board and Committee Structure. In addition, two regu- 
lar meetings served as report sessions and exchange of in- 
formation of the entire membership. The following are 
some of the more noteworthy Committee accomplishments. 

The Architecture Design Committee is engaged in two 
major areas of concern. First, they have developed a Chap- 
ter Honor Awards program to be implemented at the An- 
nual April Awards Dinner Meeting. Secondly, a sub-com- 
mittee is investigating the desirability and feasibility of 
establishing a Design Review Board for the City of Ann 


Arbor. The objectives are to provide an organized structure 
through which the Chapter and knowledgeable persons in 
related fields could express itself оп matters of environ- 
mental design. The main issue of attaining a broad base 
of community support is under extensive review with pre- 
liminary but encouraging feedback being received from 
city officials. 

A "Job Profile Survey" was completed by the Committee 
on Educatoin and Research. The objective was to study the 
impact of the “Technicians Training" program being of- 
fered at the nearby Community Colleges. The implications 
of these programs for the Huron Valley Chapter area are 
that few such graduates enter the architectural profession 
in this area. 

The Professional Practice Committee has made an exten- 
sive study of planning a Professional Development Program 
directed toward the presentation of the best available 
methods of practice to the membership. This involvement 
has expanded with a few members of this committee being 
appointed to the MSA Committee on Continuing Educa- 
tion. Intensive investigations resulted in a report which 
headlined such topics as Committee Structure; The Psychol- 
ogy of Questionnaires; End Achievement Chart; Assignment 
Chart; and Network Planning. It is quite possible that all 
the tools mentioned above will be utilized in all committee 
action in 1970! Truly an outstanding effort. 

An attempt to increase the effectiveness of Chapter Pro- 
fessional Associate and Associate members was developed 
by the Professional Society Committee. A motion to amend 
Chapter by-laws allowing voting privileges to these mem- 
bership categories was approved by the corporate members 
but later turned down at the National level. This concept 
is now carried up through the ranks for discussion at the 
MSA level. This committee is also compiling an extensive 
year-end report as mentioned previously. 

The Public Affairs Committee continues to advise the 
Chapter on local physical environmental matters and main- 
tains a PR contact with the community. Sub-committee 
action is quite evident since accomplishments this year in- 
clude a continuing role in the planning of a housing project 
for Ann Arbor Independent Housing Inc.; the publication 
of guidelines for a Chapter Public Information System and 
the design and installation of an award Winning Homes 
exhibit for a local Builders Show. Specific interest at the 
moment is a review of the “Guide for Action” for the com- 
munity of Ann Arbor. 

Ad hoc committees fill in the gaps betweeen lines of re- 
sponsibilities of the Standing Committees. The MSA “Мап- 
place” exhibit served as a background for a series of lec- 
tures on Planning arranged by Steve Osborn, The failure 
of further scheduling of this excellent exhibit by other 
Chapters was a disappointment. A guide to Architecture 
in the Huron Valley Chapter area is being prepared by 
Herb Johe with publication scheduled for the 1971 Ма- 
tional Convention in Detroit. A new Ad hoc Committee 
is currently advising the Ann Arbor Board of Education on 
School Plant Planning Policy and Procedures. 

A final appraisal of Huron Valley Chapter Activities in 
1969 must acknowledge a solid commitment of service by 
Chapter members. The work of directors and committee 
chairmen and the effect of the program is obvious from the 
preceding report. Add to this the outstanding work of a 
most industrious Chapter secretary, a treasurer who keeps 
his wit and one eye on the budget and countless man-hours 
of individual member effort. The sum total is the measure 
of success. 

The work done is not all final or complete. Committee 
activities will carry over into 1970 and a major thrust for 
Chapter involvement in Community Social Responsibility 
is under discussion and investigation by the Huron Valley 
Chapter Board.

Also, committee members are preparing listings of other 
buildings within the chapter area (1) which might be in 
cluded as additional nominations for the national register 
now or in the future and (2) which might be considered as 
having local historical or particular architectural signifi 
cance. 

The chapter is fortunate to have as one of its members, 
Richard C, Frank, the state preservation coordinator under 
the Historic Preservation Act of 1966. 

An architectural exhibit under the direction of Fred 
Dawe and the public relations committee was held, during 
the first half of December, at Lansing Community College 
and, during the remaining half of December, in the lobby 
of Lansing’s city hall. 

The physical structure of the Detroit chapter's Manplace 
Exhibit was utilized, with slides from firms within the 
Chapter area substituted where possible. The slide portion 
of the presentation may be used in future exhibits at the 
airport, bank lobbies, store windows, schools, and will be 


available to chapter members for talks to service clubs and 
career day at Lansing Community College.

Presidents Report

This year we have been building several programs to- 
ward a multifaceted role of increased social responsibility 
in the Saginaw Valley. This fall our "old" well-worked 
over "War on Ugliness" slide show goes on the road as a 
Community presentation under Wayne Schmidt, to awaken 
our citizenry to some of our Valley environmental prob- 
lems and possible solutions with the main emphasis on the 
fact that these ills can be corrected if each citizen will stop 
tolerating the factors which contribute to a poor environ- 
ment and demand of both the public and private sector 
that conditions be made better. We have offered our as 
sistance to the Saginaw Model Cities Program, applied for 
an AIA VISTA volunteer and pledged 1000 hours to the 
operation of a Community Design Center under Don Kelly. 
Another committee under Art Nelson is working toward 
the establishment of a non-governmental Saginaw Valley 
Planning Center to provide a common resource center 
where both public and private groups can discuss and solve 
regional problems free of the jurisdictional barriers that 
often block the kind of broad concerted effort needed in 
our complex inter-dependent society. The three AIA films 
on housing, highways and signs were shown on several oc- 
casions not only to general citizen groups but by special 
permission to the officials of the City of Saginaw at their 
joint staff meetings as another avenue to convince people 
that there is a better way to do things. President Nelson 
attended local hearings on the pollution problem on the 
Lower Lake Huron Drainage Basin and on behalf of the 
Chapter, made a statement admonishing the Water Re- 
sources Commission to be sure to consider all of the eco- 
logical aspects of each section of waterway on their stream 
classification deliberations and not simply the special in- 
terests represented at the hearings. 

Our Education Committee under Dan Toshach, formed 
principally several years ago to aid Delta College in de- 
veloping an appropriate 2 year curriculum in Architectural 
Technology, continues actively to "sharpen" that course 
offering and provide incentive to good draftsmen by giving 
two $150.00 cash scholarships each year. Now that the col- 
lege program is established the committee is beginning 
work on a general environmental awareness program for 
both primary and secondary schools. The three AIA film- 
strips on Architecture and Cities were given to about 40 
schools in our Chapter Area. Some, but not enough career 
presentations were made in high schools and at the Delta 
College Career Day. 

Our good relations with the Contractors is maintained 
through our representation on the Out-State AGC-AIA 
Committee with Jack Feagley and Wayne Schmist and our 
Saginaw Valley Inter-Industry Committee with Art Nelson

This year our Chapter's By-Laws were revised and rati- 
fied to conform with the National AIA recommendations 
We also developed a policy of sending copies of our Min 
utes to MSA, our Regional Director and National, as a 
simple and effective means of keeping them informed of 
our activities, problems, etc. 

To help bolster our membership, we started contacting 
newly registered architects in our Area, by letter from our 
Secretary, to extend them an invitation to attend meetings. 
We follow this up on a more personal basis after the origi- 
nal formal contact. We also started seeking out architects 
who are registered, but not members. This concept seems 
to be gaining momentum and our membership is beginning 
to show an increase. 

It was decided that our Chapter disband the Fellowship 
Committee until such time as any group should have a 
proposal for nomination. 

In the field of Education, our Chapter is very interested 
and last year was quite active in studying the problems both 
in the area of Technician Training and the area of Con- 
tinuing Education for the Architect. We are still interested 
in this field and do know that there are a lot of questions 
to be answered, policies to be determined, ground-work to 
be laid, and coordination before any adequate program 
can be instigated. It seems rather presumptuous of us to 
take this any further on a Chapter level. However, we are 
ready and willing to help in any way we can in this vital 
field. 


Through the continuing efforts of our Gordon Bugbee 
we have been active both in the fields of historical build- 
ings (especially in the Marshall Area), and architectural 
history. Gordon is our representative to the Committee on 
Preservation of Historical Buildings, and I feel sure he will 
contribute greatly. 


Along with other promotional efforts, we purchased, and 
have been making good use of the exhibit “Design for 
Cities — Yesterday, Today and Tomorrow". This has been 
shown at the Battle Creek Civic Art Center recently and 
is already reserved for showing at the Kalamazoo Institute 
of Arts next April. Any one interested in borrowing this 
exhibit might contact Bob Tower. These are valuable 
props for promoting architectural thinking in the layman. 

Probably the most important development in our Chap- 
ter this year was the formation of the Jackson Section. 
This seemed to be a logical solution to a serious situation. 
Our Chapter is stretched along 1-94 with the Kalamazoo 
and Battle Creek areas being the major portion of mem- 
bership and the central location. Jackson is approximately 
60 miles away and attendance at meetings and interest in 
Chapter functions was wanting. At one time, Jackson had 
organized its own group, outside of the AIA, in order to 
take a stand in civic affairs. I felt the AIA was weak in this 
Area, and with the anticipation of rapid growth in and 
about Jackson, there was a matter of utmost urgency. By 
making Jackson a Section, as was their expressed desire, the 
AIA now has an entity which can grow in an orderly man- 
ner, develop membership interest and a public image. It is 
predicted that in the years to come the whole Area encom- 
passed by the Western Michigan Chapter will grow rapidly 
in population. If this holds true and we can maintain a 
strong AIA framework, we will have promoted the best 
interests of architecture in a dynamic situation.

It is in this 
climate and within this framework that the MSA Conven- 
tion Committee chose the theme in central thrust for the
